If the giving, of rr.y life 
would bring them back, I would 
gladly give it. In fact. In pleading 
puilty to murder in the flrst degree, 
I have placed my life In the hands 
of the Bute. 

"JAMES B. McNAMARA " 
The confession covers one side of 
an orillnary shefi of paper, and was 
written with a fountain pen sup- 
nlied bv one of the attorneys. It is 
probably the only written statement 
of the case that will ever b* made 
tiv the wirier or hsa brother, John J. 
McNamara, who pleaded guilty to 
iivnamiting the Lleyellyn Iron 
Worka.

/Ml the evidence for the Comriion- 
wealth was entirely clrcumatantlal. 
but It developed that the wound 
that cauaed the death of the little 
Kirby girl waa inflicted from be- 
jhlnd. the shots penetrating the 
body from the spine to the right 
anil pit, and that it would have 
been iinposaible for the deceased to 
have shot haraalf accidentally or 
otherwise. 

The Dowell girl waa placed on 
the witneaa atand, and she stated 
that she had no knowledge of how 
the Kirl came to her death; that she 
was absent from the room washing 
dislie.s wlieii she heard thi' report of 
the Kun. She also stated that If the 
Kirby girl shot haraalf, aha did not 
see her do It. 

The affair waa a sad one. on ac- 
count of the tender ages of both 
the accused and deceaaed. who 
v.-erp both about t\<elve years old.

Shortlv nf-- 
ter the report of the gun, neigh- 
bors rushed Into the house and 
found the body of Gertrude Kirby 
I lying on the floor. A load of abot 
I had entered the girl's breast and 
'had torn a hole entirely throunh her 
jbodv. A shotKun was on the lloor.

.Nellie Dowell. the accused, was the 
I only person in the house at the time 
jof the tragedy. 

I In rendering hla deciaion. Judge 
I Wedding aald that from the evl- 
:dence It was an impossibility for 
the Kirby girl to have shot werself 
and that the wound was InMieted 
at the hands ol' another, but oil ar- 
1 count of the tender age of the ac- 
cused, and knowing that ahe would 
not leave the oounty, he would or- 
der her releaaed from Jail, and 
would give the grand Jury an op- 
portunity to paas on the case at the 
next term of Circuit Court.
